The prior art made of record and not relied upon is cited to establisli tine level of 
skill in the applicant's art and those arts considered reasonably pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. See MPEP 707.05(c). 

Allowabie Subject Matter. 

Claims 2-4,6-19,21-33,35-44 and 46-76 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner is 
unable to find prior art or any obvious combination thereof that discloses executing a 
program, verifying that the program is valid when the program does not include the 
unauthorized code, ensuring that the program is not executed without also dynamically 
verifying the next instruction, wherein verifying the next that the program is valid 
comprises: identifying the next instruction to be executed in the program, determining 
an identifying value for a page of memory that contains the next instruction and 
determining whether the identifying value satisfies a validation condition by comparing 
the value with a set of reference values. The applicant's Declaration under 37 C.F.R. 
1 .132 states "software implemented by a functional unit in a pipeline of a processor, the 
software runs in the processor., includes microcode" and that "system level software is 
different from microcode as system level software runs on the processor in a system 
software layer" to differentiate the claimed language from the language of Das. Since 
the claimed invention runs on the system software layer, the claimed invention does not 
use microcode as disclosed in Das. Applicant's arguments, page 22 (both full

paragraphs) and page 23 (first paragraph), as to why the virus detection unit 212 could 
be implemented in software, but would be different than operating at the system 
software layer are persuasive.
